REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: The compound of formula 
(I) as claimed is free of the prior art. The closest prior art, Yamamoto et al. (WO 
01/53258), teaches the synthesis of (3S)-3-[N-2-cyanoethyl)-N-benzylamino] pyrrolidine. 
Yamamoto teaches that R 1 is -CN. Yamamoto et al. do not suggest or teach that R 1 is 
n-propyl, 1-methylethyl, 2-methylpropyl, or 3,3-dimethylpropyl. Yamamoto et al. do not 
suggest or teach the use of compounds of formula (I) as a method of treating attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder.
